YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS 


SALE OF HORSES. 


PAYMENT TO AGENT 


PLEADED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The hearing of the action brought by Mr. 
Howard Lacey, of 48a Gillingham street, 
Eccleston square, London, against Messrs. 
Robert J. Goff and Company, Henry street, 
Newbridge, County Kildare, was resumed. 
The plaintiff claimed ‘£876 alleged to be due: 
to him by the defendants, being the price 
received hy them as auctioneers for certain 
thoroughbred horses sold at WMallsoridge, 
Dublin, in August, 1922. 

The defendants denied having réccived the 
meney for the plaintiff, and pleaded that, tf 
it was received by them for the plaintiff, it 
had long sinee been paid to him, or, as 
directed by him, to Mr. Algernon Anthony, 
as his agent. 

Mr. Leonard. K.C., Mr. Lavery. K.C.. 
and Mr. T. A. Finlay: (instructed by Messrs. 
Daniel Purcell and Son) appeared for the 
pases lh and Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Hubert 
familton. K.C.. and Mr. Kingsmill Moore 
(instructed by Messrs. Brown and McCann) 
for the defendants 

The evidence on behalf of the plaintiff 
having concluded, 

Mr. Wood applied for a direction on the 
grounds that, on the facts disclosed, there 
was not evidence on which the defendants 
could be made liable for a second payment 
of the money which represented the sale 
of the horses; that Mr. Anthony had been 
appointed an agent, coupled with an interest - 
and that the circumstances of the case 
proved that there was an equitable assign 
ment to Mr Anthony by Mr. Lacey of the 
proceeds of the sale of the horses. or so much 
of them as was necessarv to discharge Mr 
Lacey’s debt to Mr. Anthony.

TRAINING ACCOUNT. 

Mr. Wood, opening the case for the 
defendants, asked his lordship to look at the 
relationshiv of the parties at the becinning 
of 1922, and from that date until the date on 
which he said tt.e agency was create). Wha 
they found in the evidence wes that Mr. 
Anthony and Mr Lacey started their training 
relationshin in January, 1918, and continued 
it until the end of August, 1922. At the 


a fairly satisfactory condition, but at the end 
of April there was an indebtedness bv Mr. 
Lacey to Mr. Anthony. on the training 
account alone, of £1,020 13s. 6d. : 
_ The correspondence disclosed the fact that 
in Mav, 1922, a sum of £1,000 was demanded 
from Mr. Lacey, and the matter went so far 
that there were negotiations about a bill. 
That bill was not negotiated, but the demand 


by Mr. Anthony continued for payment of 
his account, and he collected such moneys as 
were available, and put them to his credit, 
as, counsel submitted. he was authorised by 
Mr. Lacey to do. Mr. Anthonv,' counsel 
contended, was created an agent of Mr. 
Lacey in the very widest terms, and that 
agency never was revoked. 

Mr. F. J. Brophy, a director of the 
defendant company, was examined by Mr. 
Hamilton, and shid that he had known Mr. 
Anthony well, and knew that he had been 
training horses for Mr. Lacey. He knew that 
Mr. Anthony had been managing Mr. Lacey's 
stud farm, and that he was registered as his 
agent at the Turf Club. Mr. Anthony inter- 
viewed him about the sale of the horses, and 
he sent the cheques for the amounts received 
for the horses to Anthony. for whom he had 

ENTRY FOR SALES. 
sold them. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Leonard, he said 
that he sent to Mr. Lacey for payment of the 
fees for the entry of the horses at the sales, 
before the sales took place, and let Mr. Lacey 
know that Mr. Anthony had entered the 
horses in his name. He carried out the sale 
for Mr. Anthony, and there was no doubt in 
his mind about whom he should pay. 

Mr. Leonard—If a groom enters his 
master’s horse is it usual to pay the groom? 

Witness— Yes ; if no one else claims it. 

Mr. Leonard—That is interesting! 

Mrs. Anthony having given evidence, the 
case for the defendants closed. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in his judgment, 
referred to the accounts of transactions 
between Mr. Lacey and Mr. Anthony, and 
said that aceording to the training sheet 
furnished in December, 1921, there was a 
sum of £1,154 6s. 6d. due by the plaintiff to 
Mr. Anthony in respect of training. On the 
25rd December, 1921, Mr. Lacey paid on 
account of his indebtedness £750, leaving a 
balance of £404 6s. 6d. due on the dlst 
December, 1921. That amount was carried 
forward to the following account, and further 
sums acerued in respect of the months from 
January to October, 1922. The accounts for 
training for August, a showed a balance 
of £891 12s. 6d. due by the plaintiff to Mr. 
Anthony, and frequent applications were 
made by Mr. Anthony to the plaintiff for 
payment, or, at any rate, for some paymeént 
on account. At one time the sum reached to 
in or about £1,000. : 

ACTION DISMISSED. 

Having alluded to the correspondence 
between the plaintiff and Mr. Anthony with 
reference fo the disposal of the racehorses, 
Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that a letter of the 
15th June, 1922, which Mr. Lacey wrote to 
Mr. Anthony was a very material letter. In 
it he confirmed his authority to Mr. Anthony 
to sell the horses, and stated: ‘‘ You want 
money, and I am giving you your chance of 
getting it by selling the stock. As long as it 
will realise what is owing to you, I do not 
mind what you do.” His lordship was of 
opinion that that letter meant, and was in- 
tended to mean, that Mr. Anthony should 
have authority on behalf of Mr. Lacey to sell 
his horses and receive the purchase money, 
accounting for it in the way that he accounted 
for other sums of money which he received 
from time to time on behalf of the plaintiff— 
that was, creciting them against this account 
in so far as such credit was necessary to set 
off the plaintiff's indebtedness. : 

It was pleaded that the authority conferred 
by the letter of the 15th June, 1922, was 
revoked by a letter of the 18th August, 1922, 
writteh by the plaintiff's secretary to Messrs. 
Goff and Co.; but, if it had been intended to 
effect that purpose, his lordship would have 
thought that it would have stated so directly 
and in explicit language, but it did nothing 
of the kind, and accordingly he was of 
opinion that the letter of the 18th August 
did not revoke the authority which, in his 
opinion, was conferred by the letter of the 
15th June. R 

His lordship was satisfied that the monev 
was received by Mr. Anthony to be applied 
by him in payment, so far as it, went. of the 
debt due to him by Mr. Lacey. and that that 
was done to the knowledge of Mr. | Lacey. 
and that no objection was raised by Mr. 
Lacey to that course. Having regard to all 
these circumstances. he was of opinion that 
at the time when Mr. Anthony received this 
money he was the agent appointed by Mr

DUBLIN CORPORATION APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was continued of the appeal 
by the defendants in the case of Woods and 
others against the Corporation of Dublin and 
others from the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Meredith, except in so far as it allowed 
costs to the defendants. 

In the action the plaintiffs, all mental 
hospital female nurses and _ attendants, 
claimed a declaration—which Myr. Justice 
Meredith granted—that they were entitled 
to yemuneration on the basis of their 
contract of service. The appellants, relying 
on a resolution of the Joint Committee, dated 
January, 20, 1926, sought to have an order 
made dismissing the action, with costs, 
including the costs of the appeal. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., Mr. Lavery, K.C., 
and Mr. M. J. Molloy (instructed by Messis 
Roger Greene and Sons) appeared for the 
appellan‘s; and Mr. . Dickie, K.C Mr. 
Moloney, K.C., Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., 
and Mr. W. G. Fallon (instructed by Messrs. 
John H. McDowell and Company) for the 
respondents. 

Mr. Dickie dealt with some additional and 
supplementary points relating to the effect of 
incapacity upon the continuance or determina: 
tion of an officer’s employment; and pointed 
out the different effects with regard to super 
annuation that dismissal for incapacity of 
officers had on those who had reached ten 
years’ service and who had not. When the 
service extended to ten years, he said, the 
oficer was entitled to superannuation, and 
when it did not the officer was entitled to the 
return of the money paid with regard to 
superannuation allowance. Removal, from 
office was entirely different in the case of in. 
capacity from removal for misconduct or 
fraudulent behaviour. A person who ceased 


Mr. Moloney, for the respondents, then 
dealt with the effect of the dissolution ‘of the 
Dublin: Corporation and with the different 
‘* orders ” made by the Minister in connection 
with the matter. i 

His submission was, he said, that the 
appointment of the Joint Committee by the 
Corporation in this case was the duty of the 
Council, to be performed by the Council, and 
could be performed only when a new election 
had taken place; and the existing Committee 
and the members of it, with some exceptions, 
would remain in ofhcé, notwithstanding the 
absence of election, and would continue to 
remain in office if there had been no election 
of the Corporation and if there had been no 
dissolution. 

He pointed out that the Minister should 
have applied for some additional legal pro- 
vision to deal with the situation under the 
circumstances, but instead of doing so he 
proceeded to do something which had brought 
about the existing ‘Incompetent state of 
alfairs. 

Finally, he said, it was clear on the notes 
and the evidence that no member of the 
Corporation received notice of any meeting 
to be held on the 15th of July, 1925, or was 
summoned to attend it. He also submitted 
that there had been no notice given in ac- 
cordance with Rule 8 of the regulations with 
respect to the passing of any resolution alter- 
ing the pay of the staff.

MANUFACTURE OF

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
action brought by the Automatic 
Candle and General Trust, Ltd., Apsley 
House, Charleston road, Rathmines, (Co. 
Dublin, against Elizabeth A. Kerr and John 
L. Kerr, of the same address, came on for 
hearing. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Chadwick (instructed by Mr. R. N. Potter- 
ton), opening the case for the plaintiffs, said 
that it was instituted to have it declared that 
an agreement and patent for the manufac- 
ture of the candles of the company was a 
subsisting contract and was in full force and 
effect, notwithstanding an alleged recision in 
1926. 

Elizabeth Kerr, one of the defendants, had 
an action against Mr. Potterton, and claimed 
the patent. The company at present was 
in process of being wound up, and the pro. 
ceedings were taken at the instance of the 
liquidator. Under the provisions of the 
articles of associatiqn, the campany claimed 
to be the possessors Of the patent, and sought 
an injunction against the defendants to re- 
strain them from selling or dealing with it 
in any manner inconsistent with the rights of 
the patent. John L, Kerr, one of the de- 
fendants, was the chairman of the company, 
and since the institution of the action Mrs. 
Kerr had died. An agreement, however, 
had been made with those parties, who had 
received £2,000 and 12,000 founders’ shares 
of one shilling each in the Trust, 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., who, with Mr. Art 
O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. James 
O’Connor and Co.), appeared for the de- 
fendants, remarked that any such action as 
this could not lie, and that since the filing 
of the aois the company had been wound 
up. His clients, he said, made the patent, 
and wanted to get paid for it. 

Mr. Jellett said that the patent was ac 
quired in 1924 for the manufacture of candles, 
and Mr. John L. Kerr, one of the defendants, 
was chairman of the directors of the ccm 
pany. Money had been expended in experi- 
menting with machinery, and the plant was 
removed from Hull and set up in Dublin. | 
The defence was that the action was not 
competent, and in the circumstances the 
Court could not give a direction. 

Counsel had not concluded his opening 
statement when the Court rose. and the 
further hearing was adjourned until to-day.

FALL FROM SCAFFOLDING. 


£300 AWARDED TO WIDOW. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
A JURY.) 


The hearing of the action brought by Mrs. 
Eileen O'Neill, of 36 Doris street, Ringsend, 
against Messrs. McLaughlin and Harvey, of 
Dartmouth road, Dublin, was concluded. The 
plaintiff, on behalf of herself and her four 
children, claimed damages for the death of her 
husband, John O'Neill, a labourer, caused 
through the alleged negligence of the defen- 
dants, their servants or agents, in the con- 
struction of a scaffolding.

These were Resolute, which 
was finally selected: Defiance an 
Vanity. I saw these vessels undergoing 
part of their trials at Huntington Bay. 
on Long Island, in July, 1914, and, of 
the three, Defiance proved herself to be 
hopelessly out of it. She was a “freak ’ 
boat in every way, and she behaved like 
a “ freak.”’ She carried no bowsprit, and 
her enormous mainsail looked entirely out 
of proportion to her size. 


VANITY AND RESOLUTE. 


On the other hand, the Vanity was one 


of the most beautiful and most graceful 
boats it had even been my lot to see, and 
I had seen all the big British cutters 
from Valkyrie II. to Shamrock III. She 
was infinitely more impressive as a poten- 
tial defender than Resolute, which gave tho 
impression of being top-heavy. As a 
matter of fact, Resolute was constantly-in 
trouble throughout the season, and, after 
nearly every race, she was hurried into 
deck for overhauling. The outbreak of 
war caused the abandonment of the 1914 
races, and it ‘es perhaps, just as welli 
for the United States, because if 
Resolute ran true to form during the con. 
test, victory might very easily have falla; 
to the Irish challenger. 
convineed that, when Resolute eventually 
met Shamrock IV., which races I wit- 
nessed, she won on her superiority of 
merit. It will be recalled that Shamrock 
won one race, in which she was superb! y 
handled. The same could not be said of 
her in the races that were lost. 

For the coming races no fewer than 
four “ possibles ’’’ have been constructed 
ir America, These are Yankee, designe: 
by F. C. Paine; Whirlwind, designed by 
L. I’. Herreshoif; Enterprise, designed by 
W. 8S. Burgess, and Weetamoe, designe] 
by Clinton H. Crane. The two first- 
named have been built at Lawley’s yard, 
at Neponset, just outside Boston, while 
the other two were built in the Herreshoff 
vard at Bristol, Rhode Island. Three 
are to have centre boards. The exception 
is Whirlwind, which is favourite on 
account of her designer, Herreshoff, whose 
name has been identified with so many 
successf{u] America (Cup defenders, For 
the construction of these boats four 
svndicates were formed, and at least fifty 
persons are concerned, under the leader- 
ship of such well-known financiers as .l. 
Pierpont Morgan, George Nichols, .Junnes 
Morgan, Cornelius Vanderbilt, George 
Whitney and Harold s. Vanderbilt, who 
aré also very enthusiastic yachtsmen. 


THE COST OF DEFENCE. 


So keen 1s the interest that for the first 
time since the Cup was challenged for, 
details of the vachts have: been permitte J 
to be known in advance. It is estimated 
that the cost of every boat, when siie 
stands in the water fully rigged and witi: 
sails up, ready for her first spin, will be 
about £120,000. This is the bare cost af 
putting the boat in the water fylly 
equipped, kor every yacht a tender 
costing £15,000, and equipped for £5,000 
more, is being specially built. There 
tenders will carry the spare sails and 
spars of the racer, and will serve as living 
quarters for the crews, as the boats them- 
selves will hava virtually no interior 
accommodations. Next to the hull, which 
costs from £30,000 to £60,000, sails are 
the most expensive item, costing from 
£20,000 to £40,000. Every boat will have 
four mainsails, four jibs, four foresails, 
two complete sets of small, light sails, 
uud Nos. 1, 2, and ó topsails and two jib- 
topsails. Of these sails, the mainsa!!s 
are the most expensive; costing £3,000 
apiece. The total cost of building, 
equipping and maintaining every one of 
the four boats for the season will be 
approximately £300,000. : 

The framework of the four is of steel, 
and three will be planked with bronze 
plates. The exception again ijis the 
Whirlwind, which, like Shamrock V., is of 
mahogany. Every piece of material an! 
every metal plate are specially made by 
hand; everything is. inspected and tested 
té the ultimate. possible degree, and 
nothing is taken for granted. o chances 
are to be taken with .a boat costing 
£200,000. or more; and her safety and 
chances as the Cup defender are not :o 
be jeopardised by a potential flaw in an 
eye-bolt. 

It is not to be assumed that the men 
who form the syndicates constituted to 
build and finance the four possible 
defenders have anything to gain com- 
mercially. It is purely a matter of 
sporting honour with them. Apart from 
the well-nigh absurd cost involved, yacht- 
racing is easily the cleanest and purest 
sport that flourishes in America. Jt s 
the one sport into which professionalism 
cannot enter. Along the coast it appeals 
to the humblest boatman, who, although 
he is debarred financially from taking 
part in it, is as enthusiastic about this or 
that boat as the owner himself. He 
knows that races are won fairly by 
superiority of boat or by superiority of 
experience in handling, and not by any 
trickery or other questionable methods. 
Every racing boat, from the small 18-foot 
dory to the big Marconi-rig sloop, when 
racing, is directly under the exclusive 
control of an amateur captain and the 


paid captain must obey orders.

number of competitors. This year there were 
elev@n entries, and nine groups actually com- 
peted. It was regrettable that unforeseen 
circumstances preventéd the Father Mathew 
Plavers of Cork and Dublin competing. One 
of the adjudicators who had the ee of 
iudging the previous year's competition un- 
solatiegiy sanethel that the standard of 
roduction, stage management, and acting 
iad increased to a remarkable extent. 
Amateur Dramatic Societies in this country 
had been generously blessed v h a steady 
supply of natural acting ability, but until 
iently the art of production had heen 
almost entirely ignored. The adjudicators 
were convinced that the amateur theatre 
movement had definitely passed out of the 
region of indifference, and possible decay. 
It must now be recognised as a tultural 
force of enormous potency, and an mpor- 
tant adjunct to the national hfe.

PENSIONS AT FORTY-FIVF. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THR TRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Over-production everywhere seems 
to be one of the main causes of unemnpioy- 
ment, and it is very noticeable that, when 
ever vacancies occur, there are usually 
dozens applying for the pasts. ! 
that a large proportion of those seeking 
employment have very little chance of securing 
a position. I would suggest that everyone 
over forty-five should be pensioned off—not 
a mere pittance, but a good sim that would: 
enable men to travel, if they wished, and to 
live in the same station of life as that to 
which they had been accustomed. Then 
there would be pleniy of work for all the 
younger generation, as they would have to 
keep working to keep the older folk supplied 
with their wants. “Then, when they in their 
turn reached forty-five they would be com- 
pelled to retire on pension. 

In this way there would be no need for 
anyone to hoard up money for old age, and 
it would release all hoarded, which could 
be used to pay off national debts. This 
would do away with the dole, as there 
would be no out-of-works. Instead of the 
dole, the money would be used to pay 
pensions to those who-had reached the 
peusionable age, which at forty-five would 
be compulsory. No one on pension should 
be allowed to take up other work for pay, 
ot work that would hinder the younger folk 
from securing employment. Should it be 
found that, by making it compnlsory for 
everyone to be pensioned at forty-five, there 
were not a sufficient number of younger folk 
left to do the work, then the pensionable

The Bridge of Clash. 


Motorists who go from Aughrim to 
Rathdrum pass through the little village 
of Clash, and to them the bridge across 
the Avonbeg at that place may seem quite 
an ordinary affai?. 

On foot, however, one can admire it at 
one’s leisure, and, because the road turns 
sharply at the foot of the bridge, one can 
view, conveniently, thé old grey structure, 
with its graceful, moss-grown arches. The 
parapet itself has three deep recesses that 
jut out over thé almost coffee-coloured 
water; there one may stand and look 
towards Glenmalure; where dark cloud- 
shadows pass over the blue hills. Nearly 
always there are trout that lurk just 
beneath the bridge, and the other day a 
cocker spaniel crossed and recroksed the 
river on some important business of his 
own. The gorse-clad fields rise from the tiny 
gardens, and were sprinkled with white 
where the clothes.were bleaching, and a 
cuckoo called ceaselessly from a tree near 
by. The bridge plays an important part 
in the social life of a village like Clash, 
and to live on the other side is to be, in 
some degree, a stranger. 


An Educational Administrator. 


It is fortunate for all concerned that 
the Ministry of Education in Northern 
Ireland has as its secretary at the present 
juncture such an able and experienced 
administrator as Mr. A. N, Bonaparte 
W yée. One of the

from his grandfather, Sir Thomas 
Wvse, K.C.B.. who was British Minister 
to the Court of Athens about the middle 
of the last century.

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Ancient and Modern at Lusk. 


From the main road between Dublin 
and Drogheda I had often seen the tower 
of the ancient church at Lusk, grey and 
weather-worn, beside the spruce appear. 
ance of the new church at the other end 
of the village. A day came when I 
halted the North-bound ’bus and took the 
by-road at the sign which points to Lusk 
station, two miles away. The village is 
but half that distance. and it clusters with 
an air of cententment and ural peace 
around its churches of old time and of 
yesterday. The fine thirteenth century 
square tower .of the Protestant church 
has been built on to the round tower of 
an earlier age, but the ancient tower has 
not heen broken into. so that the twe 
remain separate buildings without 
interna] access from one to the other, 
though, externally. the round tower forms 
one of the four circular turrets at the 
angles of the square. tower. Within is 
a sixteenth century tomb, erected by Sir 
Christopher Bernwal to his wife’s former 
hushand, bearing the strange inscription : 
‘* Wish Well to Dillone,’’ and beneath it 
the lady now rests with both her husbands. 
The newly-built Roman Catholic chrrch 
is not unworthy of the ancient tradition, 
and is in the Irish-Romanesque style, with 
tall and narrow round-arched . windows. 
The Dublin-made stained-glass in the 
chancel windows and in the south transept 
places Dublin to-day in the front rank of 
craftsmanship in giass. 


Che Elder Tree.

Al Many-Named Plant. 


The familiar ‘‘ Traveller’s Joy” is 
another member of the clematis family, 
and attracts much attention on the Dargle 
road, near Bray, in the autuzm, when 
the long flowery down of the seeds is 
so conspicuous that the plant is popularly 
known as ‘‘ Old Man’s Beard.’’ Jt is also 
called ‘‘ Virgin’s Bower,’’ some say from 
the beauty and perfume of the flowers, 
and the shadow cast by its bushy habit. 
Others believe that it received its title as 
a compliment to Queen Elizabeth, the 
plant having been introduced during her 
Jong reign. 

In the Jong ago, beggars discovered a 
means of using the plant to produce 
imitation sores on their bodies, to assist 
in inducing charitable people to give them 
ulms, and, in the animal world, the tiny 


lield-mouse utilises the down of the seeds | 


to make a cosy bed in its hole. In my 
young. days J often smoked a pungent 
cheroot made from its dry siems, and 
sometimes suffered from the after effects 
This was a common practice amongst the 
jcunger fry in my time, and may account 
for the somewhat disrespectful felk-name 
of ‘‘ Devil’s Cut,’’ which has been 
fastened to it in some lvcalities. 


Canada s High Commissioner. 


The Canadian Government again has 
followed the lead of the Free State in 
making the appointment of its new High 
(Commissioner in London from the 
Canadian Ministry at Washington. This 
would suggest that the London High Com- 
missionership is regarded as the most 
important post in the Deminion’s 
Inplomatic Service. When Mr. Vincent 
Massey comes to London he will be already 
familiar with the Free State High Com- 
missioner, with whom he was a colleague 
at Washington for some time. It is 
stated that Mr. Massey will remain at 
Washington until the end of* July, and 
fhat he will be in London about the 
middle of September in readiness for the 
Imperial Conference. 

While the Canadian Government was 
the first to propose sending a Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Washington, the Free 
State was the first to make an appoint- 
ment. For the past three years Mr. 
Vineent Massey has held the post there, 
and when Mr. Mackenzie King made the 
announcement of his appointment to 
London he paid a very high tribute to 
the value of the work that Mr. Massey 
hal done. The name of his successor is 
unlikely to be announced before the end 
of the summer, and. in the meantime. 
Mr. Hume Wrong, first secretary to the 
Ministry, will have charge of Canadian 
affairs. 


Strange “ Birds.” 


A new species of duck, not to be found 
mentioned in any treatise on natural 
history, came to my notice the other day. 
I stopped to chat with a man who was 
writing a sign over a shop, and he 
remarked that he would have to stop work 
for a while until he got a new duck. As 
I was not aware that ducks could write, l 
asked him to explain his remark, He 
then told me that, in the sign-writers’ 
trade, paint brushes are known by the 
names a. A small brush, like a 
water-colOur brush, is called a duck; 
another size is a lark, and larger brushes 
are swans and big swans. These brushes 
have bristles of pure sable, and are rather 
expensiveg the. smallest costing about two 
shillings. The painter told me that quite 
a considerable capital outlay was involved 
on equipment for his particular branch 
of the trade. He added that, during 
slack trade, when work was hard to get. 
there was a great temptation tc sell or 
pawn the brushes: but, he said, “DI'd 
sooner go hungry than sell my tools.’’ 


A Hairy Heirloom. 


For some types of painting, such as 
graining, badger-hair brushes are used. 
They are costly, as much as one guinea 
being paid for quite a small brush. With 
care, however, they last a lifetime, and I 
was shown one brush that was over fifty 
years old. It had originally belonged to 
the father of my painter friend, and, 
despite its long life, was in perfect con- 
dition. It ‘ lived ’’ in a little teak box,

Che Cuckoo. 


Listening to a cuckoo the other day in 
the woods near Killiney, writes a corres- 
pondent, I was reminded of the only 
occasion on which I found one of these 
changlings in another bird’s nest. It was 
in a furze bush at Ticknock that I saw 
| the nest, tenanted by a voracious young 
bird that seemed to be all mouth. 
Having marked the spot, I brought bread 
the next day and gave him cruinbs, which 
he swallowed eagerly and attempted to 
bite my fingers as well. On the third daf 
the nest was empty, It was, I think, that 
delightful writer, W. H. Hudson, who 
discovered that there is a sensitive de- 
pression in the back of the young cuckoo. 
When it feels an egg or young bird on 
its back, it hitches itself upwards and 
pushes the weight over the edge of the 
nest. The unfortunate foster-parents who 
provide food for a young cuckoo have a 
busy time, and the marvel is that they 
are silly enough to do it. There has been 
much controversy as to how the female 
cuckoo deposits her egg in another bird’s 
nest, but 1t seems now to be generally 
accepted that she lays the egg on the 
ground and carries it thither in her 
beak.

“ Lilac Time.” 


A spray of early lilac blossom,, which 
I noticed during my week-end peregrina- 
tions, recalls ‘the poet’s good advice to 
“Go down to Kew at lilac time,” and 
certainly the plant makes a delightful 
display in the famous gardens towards 
the end of May. 

The lilac has a mysterious history. It 
is a native of Asia, and was known iP 
England as far back as the days of bluff 
King Henry VIII., while an entry in ap 
inventory of the Palace of Norwich, taken 
by Cromwell, mentions that certain lilae 
trees “bear no fruit, but only a pleasant 
smell.”’ The word ‘‘lilac’’ is derived 
from the Persian “ lilag,’’ which Bacon 
converted to “' lolacke’’ in his essay on 
gardens. Its wood is fine grained. and. 
although the shrub seldom grows to any 
size. it is used in inlaying and turning. 

A number of superstitions are attached 
to this plant, It is regarded with venera- 
tion in some locglities by susceptible 
maids. who believe that by swallowing 
its florets their lovers will ever remain 
true. Ghosts are also supposed to abhor 
gardens where it grows for some obscure 
reason. The fragrance of the lilac brings 
back memories of the war to many old 
soldiers, as a certain gas, which was used 
in the great conflict, was named ''the 
lilac death.” from the similarity of its 
smell to the perfume of the lilac.

Constantinople. 


It seems to have escaped the vigilant 
eyes of those always on the look-out for 
centenaries and similar anniversaries that 
in May, exactly sixteen hundred years 
ago, Constantine the Great: founded the 
great capital of the Turkish Empire, 
which bears his name, and which, in its 
leng history, has undergone so many 
vicissitudes, and been the scene of so 
many romantic incidents. 

The site of the city is on that of the 
ancient Byzantium, which dated from 
the seventh century, and for ‘seven 
centuries it remained as the capital of 
the Roman Empire in the East. It was 
termed ‘*“New Rome,” and, on the 
partition of the Empire in 595, it became 
the seat of the Eastern Emperors. 

It was for years the scene of battles 
between the Eastern races. The Goths 
attacked it in 378, and twice in the 17th 
century it withstood attacks from the 
Persians. Later the Arabs fiercely 
attacked it, and in 1203, and again in 
1204, it was taken by the Crusaders. -In 
1453, after long and heroic defence 
against odds, came the historic capitula- 
tion of the city. It has been the scene of 
the signing of many international treatics.

CEREMONY AT ANTWERP 
EXHIBITION.

LONDON'S GREAT FLOWER 
SHOW. 


Our CORRESPONDENT, 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

The Spring Show of the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society, which is to be opened 
to-morrow, and was visited by the King and 
Queen this afternoon, is more wonderful 
than ever. Some important departures 
have been made this year and the 
majority of the exhibits are shown in one 
tremendous marquee or series of marquees 
which cover some acres of ground. 

Standing im one corner of this great 
enclosure the eye is bewildered by the 
marvellous. variety of blooms stretching 
away into the distance until shape and 
even colouring disappears. 

Orchids this year are finer than ever 
before, and it was estimated that the 
orchid tents) held plants. valued at 
£100,000, for|one bloom alone was worth 
£500. This took the form of a Brazilian 
orchid with the name of Cypropodium 
Punctalissimum, and of this variety there 
are only six specimens in the country. 
Another very benutiful orchid was the 
Angraecum Sesquipedale. a somewhat 
strange looking flower with petals like 
long tails of wax. . 

Another departure this year was an 
enormous collection of vegetables, in- 
cluding almost every variety produced at 
home, arranged in extraordinary patterns. 

Several exhibits came from Ireland, and 
these inchide a fine show of Anemones 
and Habrantrus Pratercis in splendid 
condition, brought over by Mrs. D. 
Bucknall, of Creagh Castle, Doneraile. 

Messrs. Alexander Dickson, of Belfast, 
have their usual magnificent display of 
sweet peas and roses. 

The Donard Nursery Company, of New- 
castle, Co. Down, show many handsome 
variegated shrubs. 

Mr. T. Smith, of the Daisyhill Nursery, 
Newry, sends a very fine collection of 
shrubs and herbaceous plants. 

Messrs. William Watson and Sons, of 
the Nurseries, Killiney, have their usual 
interesting exhibition of coloured blooms. 

The rock gardens are better than ever 
this year, and the same may be said of 
the very beautiful formal gardens, of 
which. there| are an unusually large 
number. It was very dull and grey to- 
day, so that ithe show did not appear to 
the best advantage, but, given sunshine, 
it should present a magnificent: spectacle.

A STRIKE AND ITS SEQUEL.

O'Mara, resident medical superintendent to 
the CLARE Mental Hospital Committze, 
shows that during the year 1929 forty-six 
male patients and thirty-eight females, 
making a total of eighty-four, were com- 
mitted to the instituion,: being five less than 
in the previous year. The number of cases 
under care for the year was 360 males and 
258 femares. The total cases discharged 
during the year was forty-eight, and the total 
number of deaths thirty-one. The total 
number remaining in the hospital on 
December 31, 1929, was 539, being five more 
than on December 31, 1928. Heredity was 
assigned as a cause of insanity in thirty-two 
of the cases admitted. In ten cases mental 
stress was assigned, and intemperance in 
three cases. The Committee congratulated 
Dr. O'Mara, his colleagues and the staff on 
the efficient working of the institution.

IMPROVEMENTS AT THE 
GROUNDS. 
v —— 

Preparations are nearly completed for the 
opening of the ;nnual show of the Royal 
Ulster Agricultural Society, at Balmoral, 
Belfast, on 28th inst. 

Yesterday, on the invitation of the Society, 
Press representatives and others had an 
opportunity of inspecting the recent changes 
and improvements made at the show grounds. 
For the past two months workmen have been 
engaged ey the buildings which house the 
various exhibits, and they have been painte:| 
both inside and outside, as well as the 
railings round the various enclosures. 

The President of the Society, the Right 
Hon. J. Milne Barbour, D.L., Northern 
Minister of Commerce; Mr. 8. Clarke, the 
Secretary, together with the chairmen of the 
various committees, acted as guides during 
the tour, and pointed out the improvements 
which have been made, iaveving an 
expenditure of over £1,000. 

PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 

Aiter lunch, the President, welcoming the 
guests, said the aim and ambition of évery 
member of the Committee was to do as much 
as possible during their tenure of office 
towards the building up of the progressive 
and very necessary Society. It was a very 
valuable asset, not only to the people of Bel- 
fast, but to the agricultural community 
throughout the six counties. With the very 
generous assistance that they had received 
from the Ministry of Agriculture during 
recent years, he thought that they could 
claim that the Society had become cf 
more and more use to the agricultural 
community. Their sympathies had been 
aroused to a very great extent by 
the hard times through which farmers had 
been passing, and thus they would like to 
offer to them the opportunity of taking 
advantage of deriving information from the 
exhibits which would be staged there by the 
Ministry of Agriculture. 

They had been gradually improving their 
buildings and accommodation at Balmoral, 
and he hoped that in time they would be able 
to have a fine large exhibition hall in front, 
a stand for the jumping enclosure, and en- 
trance gates and railings in keeping with the 
dignity of the Society. 

A REPROACH TO THE CITY. 

The Right Hon. Thomas Moles, M.P., in 
responding to the toast of the Press, said it 
was a reproach to a large city like Belfast 
that a great Society like that had not com- 
manded a far larger measure of practical 
appreciation than it did. The membership of 
the Society, he was told, was but 1,500, and 
the membership of the Royal Dublin Society 
9,999. Was there any reason why the cor- 
responding show in the North of Ireland 
should not have the same measure of appre- 
ciation at the hands of the public?

Mr. I. A. Smith, Chairman of the Works 
Committee, said that his department had 
spent £1,000 in improvements, etc., this year, 
and gave the information that Balmoral was 
reckoned the fourth finest show ground iv 
the world. The Royal Dublin Society was 
spending £50,000 per. vear, and they hoped

Lord Beaverbrook is a journalist, and 
a journalist of a certain type; there- 
fore, his spectacular inroads upon 
politics must be taken with some 
reserve. Yet, when he criticised the

Lord Beaverbrook, as a good journalist, 
has seen the blind gropings of a half- 
educated electorate to extricate the nation 
from a slough that grows deeper every 
day; and in a moment of statesmanship 
he has determined to lead rather than to 
follow. He evolved the Empire Crusade 
from the platitudes of politicians, gave it 
form, and handed it over as a ‘‘ going 


concern ” to the Conservative Party, which 


will have his support so long as it makes 
Empire free trade the principal plank 
of its platform. 

Thus far we may sympathise with Lord 
Beaverbrook ; but, unless he will place the 
reins of discretion upon the stallion of 
enthusiasm, he is likely to undo much 
of the good that he has done, The British 
public is graduating slowly in its new 
course of higher political and imperial 
Indeed, when we consider its 
traditional. prejudices on the subject of 
that much misunderstood slogan, “‘ Free 
Trade;’’ we must admit that its progress 
has been astonishing.

During the last twelve months this firm 
has launched "several ships of the first 
rank, and in, motor, as well as in steam, 
construction ‘it continues to hold pride of 
place among: the shipbuilding firms of the 
world. The firm of Workman, Clark 
progress.. Since April of last year it has 
launched twelve vessels, At present it is 
building four tankers and two steamers, 
and has received orders for seven ships 
since last January. . Its latest order is for 
a huge whale-oil factory ship. of 25,000 
tons. This vessel will be a sister ship to 
the Kosmos, which was built in, Belfast 
last year. She will be 585 feet in length 
and will carry a crew of 300, Many 
thousands of tons of steel will be used in 
the construction of this remarkable vessel, 
which not only will be a ‘‘ whaler” in 
the ordinary sense of the term, but: will 
be equipped also as a factory, in which 
the oil “and its by-products will be 
extracted. The building of this ship will 
give much-needed work to a large number 
of men, and most of the Belfast ship- 
yards now have sufficient orders to keep 
them fairly well occupied until the end 
of the year. Of course, the great prosperity 
of war years has not yet been re- 
covered; but Belfast is holding its own 
against all its rivals. With admirable 
enterprise both the big firms on the Lagan 
have adapted themselves to modern re- 
quirements and are in the forefront of 
progress in the construction of motor-ships. 
All Ireland will rejoice at their successes ; 
for the economic advance of the Northern 
Province is hardly less important to the 
Free State than it is to the Six Counties 
themselves. 
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Plimsoll’s Line. 


“Some there be which have no 
memorial,’” and among these are many 
of humanity's. best friends, Samuel 
Plimsoll is especially fortunate in the fact 
that, while his work endures, his name 
survives with it, It is idle to speculate 
on the number of seafarers whose lives 
the Plimsoll line has saved. To us, living 
in an age that in certain -respects at 
least is kindly, it seems incredible that 
shipowners once might load their vessels 
almost to the gunwales, regardless of the 
safety of their crews. Yet this mercenary 
practice continued till Plimsoll, with the 
dogged persistence of a reformer, woke the 
conscience of legislature and public by 
his pamphlets, which showed the toll 
taken by the sea from overladen ships. 
Towards the end of his life he saw 
measures introduced to combat this sorry 
scheme of things, and in 1890 all British 
sea-going vessels were compelled to have 
a painted line on their hulls that 
indicated the depth to which they might 
be loaded with safety. Other countries 
have adopted similar regulations, but the 
variety of rules has led to confusion. 
‘Yesterday an international conference met 
in the Foreign Office to establish uniform 
loading limits for the ships of all nations, 
and to ensure their enforcement in the 
same manner in all parts of the world. 
It is atténded by delegates from twenty- 
seven countries, including the Irish Free 
State, and by “ observers ” appointed by 
the League of Nations. We may prophesy 
that, when the conference has completed 
its deliberations, Plimsoll will rest quiet 
in the assurance that his work is done. 
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The Tower of London. 


Among British institutions the Tower 
of London has possessed a name. íor 
particular stability ; indeed, the imagina- 
tion of authes has regarded it as a 
symbol of permanence. Who has looked 
upon the great, grey walls of that lordly 
keep and failed to see it as a western 
parallel to the . Pyramids? Half 
incredulously we receive the news that 
the Tower is slipping. No one has 
observed its movement; for the human 
eye does not react to motion at the rate 
of half a millimetre a year. Yet the 
ominous machines of the National 
Physical Laboratory, that can get the 
measure of the tiniest movements, confess 
1..c melancholy truth. First St. Paul's, 
by comparison a youngster among 
buildings, did strange things with its 
foundations, and now, when St. Paul's 
has been set upon its legs again, the 
Tower of London proceeds to cut capers. 
Fortunately, half a millimetre a year is 
not much. By the time when the Tower 
has rambled a foot our civilisation, in 
iall probability, will have fallen into 
decay, and the Tower’s symbolic function 
will not be belied. Yet there remains 
the haunting fear that it may gain 
momentum as it slides, so that the half- 
millimetre of 1930 may become a whole 
millimetre in 1960. We trust that those 
engineers who so effectively checked the 
ruin of St. Paul’s will devise a means to 
stay the avalanche-like onrush of the 
Tower of London. There are many 
buildings that might be spared better. 
Who would mourn over the collapse of the 
Albert Memorial?

Prolonged cheering by all deputies 
standing and cries of ‘‘ Long Live Nahas 
Pasha ' 
entered the Chamber of Deputies to-night. 

At the time of his arrival the House 
was discussing a motion that preventive 
imprisonment should not last longer than 
three months, but it agreed on its Presi- 
dent’s suggestion to postpone the discus- 
sion to enable the Premier to make a 
statement on the recent Anglo-Egyptian 
negotiations. 

“THE STATEMENT. 

‘‘In accordance with Parliament's 
mandate to the Government,’’ he said, 
‘an c ficial delegation went to London to 
negotiate with the British Government. 
I am happy to record here the cordiality 
and friendship accorded to the delegation 
throughout its visit, and the good spirit 
which marked the negotiations through- 
out. In fdct, both sides made every effort 
towards success. i 

““ Apart from minor points, agreement 
was reached concerning Egypt, but as 
regards the Sudan we were unable to 
reach an agreement safeguarding our in- 
terests. At the earliest possible moment 
we will issue a Green Book, and you will 
know all the details. : 

“ The breakdown occurred in a friendly 
atmosphere, and we departed from London 
with th. belief that an understanding 
was possible in the near future. 
There is now a spirit of friendship 
b_tween the two Governments and the two 
peoples.’’ ; 

The Premier concluded by thanking the 
nation for the warm reception accorded 
the delegation on its return yesterday, 
which marked, he said, the Egyptian 
people’s approvai of the delegation’s 
attitude. 

DECAPITATING EGYPT. 

A Watanist member, Abdel: Hamid, said 
th:t the Government were well advised to 
break off the negotiations and not to sign 
a treaty of slavery. 

To separate the Suda. from ie he 
said, was to decapitate Egypt. e pro- 
tested against any further negotiations. 

“We must all unite in our political 
policy,” he explained, “ and secure our 
ends by other means, as Great Britain 
only wishes to legalise her position as re- 
gards Egypt.”’ 

He was constantly interrupted by 
Wafdists, and a heated atmosphere pre- 
vailed during his speech. 

Tewfik Diab (Wafdist), replying to 
Abdel Hamid, said that, if Great Britain 
made the further expected step, then they 
would all be with Great Britain. (Con- 
siderable Wafdist applause.) 

Another Watanist speaker, referring to 
the Premier’s statement, regretted that 
there should be any Egyptian question 
and Sudan question, as when they spoke 
of the Egyptian question it should 
naturally embody the Sudan. " 

Nahas Pasha rose at the close of the 
debate, and emphasised that he spoke of 
Egyptian ‘‘ matters,’ whereupon the 
Wafdists thankfully recorded that he did 
not differentiate between Egypt and the 
Sudan question.

** OTHELLO.”’ 
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A FINE PERFORMANCE, 
From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

‘‘Othello’’ was played at the Savoy 
Theatre last night, with Mr. Paul Robes n, 
the negro actor and vocalist, in the title 
réle. It is held by many actors that the 
part is not one of great difficulty, that if 
needs principally a resonant voice and a 
fine stage presence. Mr Robeson has both, 
and as he also possesses an uncommon intel- 
ligence, his performance last night was re- 
markable for its fine accomplishment.

MAN WHO PROCLAIMED 
' EMPRESS OF INDIA.” 


The man who proclaimed Queen Victoria 
‘‘Empress of India ' died yesterday at the 
age of 96. He was Colonel Osmond Barnes, 
of Mount Park road, Ealing, probably the 
oldest officer in the Army and one of the last 
survivors of the Indian Mutiny. Colonel 
Barnes went to India in 1855, and in the 
Mutiny was attached to the famous regiment 
of cavalry known as Hodson’s Horse. 

On New Year’s Day, 1877, during the 
Viceroyalty of Lord Lytton, in the presence 
of an immense throng of native Princes, high 
Government officials and the populace, he 
proclaimed Queen Victoria Empress at the 
Imperial assemblage. 

He was chosen Chief Herald of the Indian 
Empire partly, no doubt, on account of his 
fine appearance and commanding stature. He 
was six feet six inches. Colonel Barness was 
on the active list to the end of his life.

MOVILLE BOARD’S ACTION. 


At a mecting of the Moville Fishery Board, 
Mr. J. J. Kelly (Chairman) presiding, ‘he 
ough Foyle dispute again was discussed at 
sength.

citizens of the Free State in that area. 

JURISDICTION. 

The Saorstat Government had assumed 
jurisdiction over these waters, and by order 
ever the hand and seal of the responsible 
minister brought that Board into being, and 
entrusted it with powers and functions, i 
the discharge of which it was entitled to be 
upheld and protected. One of the functions 
of this Board was the issue of licences, 
giving those who obtain them the right to fish 
for salmon in the waters of Lough Foyle, 
appurtenant to Saorstat ireann.

WHO PAYS THE TAX? 

Mr. Pethick Lawrence, dealing with Lord 
Beaverbrook’s policy of full-blooded taxes on 
food without the referendum, said that it 
would be. interesting to know what Mr. 
Baldwin’s real views on this matter were. 
Mr. Baldwin had had many ‘policies with 
regard to protection, and he had turned 
many times. Judging from Mr. Baldwin's 
speech vesterday, he now favoured a tax on 
iron and steel, but they. had yet to learn 
what the users Of iron and steel and the 
shipping interest had to say to that proposal. 
Innocent members of the Conservative Party 
assumed that the foreigner would pay the 
tax, but Mr. Churchill knew better, and had 
always admitted that the tax would be paid 
either by higher prices or by intercépting 
falling prices. ‘Alluding to the undispyted 
fact that the bulk of the additional taxation 
imposed by the Budget would have to be 
paid by the wealthy men and women of the 
country, he said that it was their privilege 
by this means to avert such hardship and 
suffering as occurred in the first industrial 
revolution a hundred years ago, owing to the 
introduction of machinery. 

Mr. W. J. Brown, the Labour member fer 
Wolverhampton, said that he saw nothing in 
the Budget which in any way attempted to 
deal with the mal-administration of wealth. 
The Chancellor would not succeed in satisfy- 
ing one-tenth of the expectations raiséd bt: 
the country by the terms of the Labour 
Party’s programme. The Budget, from a 
Sccialist point of view, was entirely un- 
satisfactory, and the Government were 
doomed, because the parties opposite had 
made no secret of their ‘intentions. Tho 
Opposition were only waiting for the un- 
employment figures to reach the two-million 
mark, and then they would say t> the Go- 
vernment—‘‘ Out you go.” 

Sir Donald Maclean urged that in the 
present difficult financial position the old- 
lashioned policy of rigid economy should be 


tried. 
DEEP ANXIETY. 

Mr. Churchill said that deep anxiety 
reigned throughout the country in regard to 
otr financial, economic and industrial position. 
Unemployment had risen to ager unpre- 
cedented, even on the morrow of the general 
strike. (Laughter.) Trade had fallen in an 
extraordinary manner, “and there was a 
feeling of great ‘despondency in all business, 
commercial and ‘industrial circles. The effects 
of the Budget upon trade and industry would 
have their: repercussions on the, revenue. 
Already the balance of the Budget had been 
destroyed by the need of borrowing very 
large sums for the Unemployment Insurance 
Fund, and no one pss doubt* that other 
large expenditure was looming in the future. 

“This,” he said, “is a Budget of negation 
and dismay. It places great burdens on the 
community, and it places them in a manner 
calculated to cause the utmost despondency 
and alarm, and, although it places these 
heavy burdens, there is nothing to show for

CHANCELLOR'S REPLY. 


Mr. Snowden, in reply to the debate, said 
that the late Government remitted taxation 
to France and Italy, which, did we possess it 
to-day, there oval be no need for him to 
levy the increased taxation of this Budget. 
Sir Robert Horne had said that companies put 
aside money for re-equipment and extending 
their works. Was that so? Provision was 
made in the income tax law for depreciation. 

Sir Robert Horne intervened to say that 
any company “which confined the sum put to 
reserve for depreciation to the amount 
allowed by the law would be foolish. Much 
more than that was required. 

Mr. Snowden said that instead of putting 
an adequate surplus to reserve in the days 
of prosperity, companies had paid away their 
profits in huge dividends and bonus shares. 
(Ministerial cheers.) That was largely re- 
sponsible for the financial position in which 
companies now found themselves. 

Our taxation to-day was no higher in pro- 
portion to our national wealth than it was 
100 vears ago. The Budget, in his opinion, 
would not interfere with capital savings. 
Those with the saving habit would not cease 
to save, because of the little addition to 
taxation. Among well-to-do people, bowever, 
there was not the same disposition to save; 
they would rather spend their money on 
luxuries. 

THE LIMIT OF TAXATION. 

Answering the quéstion whether we had 
reached the limits of taxation, Mr. Snowden 
said that he was prepared to maintain that 
within bounds taxation of large estates was 
sound finance, and good for the State, and 
that the limits had not yet been touched. 

There was no other course which he could 
have adopted which would have been so 
sound, so honest, so calculated to maintain 
the credit of the country, and at the same 
time least calculated to inflict injury upon 
British industry. The House had to decide 
whether to support this Budget or to adopt 
the alternative policy of relieving the rich, 
and transferring the burden to the backs of 
the poor.

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NARROW ESCAPES _IN 
CLONDALKIN ACCIDENT.

A motor aeecident with several unusual 
features occurred at Newlands cross roads, 
Clondalkin, Co. Dublin, yesterday afternoon, 
when a private car and an I.0.C. omnibus 
came into collision, and a number of people 
had narrow escapes. 

After the accident, in which the motor car 
was badly damaged, the driver of the car, 
Mr. P. Ging, a farmer and Peace Commis- 
sioner, of Clondalkin, was found inside the 
‘bus, while a woman passenger of the "bus 
was found on the hedge by the side of the 
road. 

At about two o'clock Mr. Ging was driving 
his touring car, with a churn of milk on the 
rear seat, irom his dairy farm at Tallaght to 
Clondalkin. As he approached the Newlands 
cross roads a lorry passed by, and, thinking 
the road was clear, Mr. Ging swung across 
the road in the direction of Clondalkin. As 
he did so an I1.0.C. "bus, coming from 
Limerick and going in the direction of the 
city, collided with his car. The force of the 
impact swung the private car around, so that 
the “bus went completely over it, reducing it 
to scrap. After that the ‘bus hit a wall and 
demolished it. 

CAR DRIVER IN THE ‘BUS. 

The unusual features of the accident were 
that the driver of the car was found inside 
the door of the ‘bus, uninjured, except for 
a slight cut in the back of his head, and 
that a woman passenger was flung out of 
the ‘bus and on to the hedge on the side of 
the road. No one could explain how Mr. 
Ging came to be in the "bus or how the 
woman passenger, who was uninjured, was 
shot out of the ‘bus and on to the hedge. 

There were six or seven passengers in the 
"bus. in addition to two Civic Guard escorts, 
oné from Rathcoole and the other from Clon- 
dalkin, and none of them was in the slightest 
way injured, though some were suffering from 
the shock. : 

Both the driver and the conductor of the 
"bus, howvevet, received minor injuries, which 

uired attention. 

r. Ryan, of Clondalkin, was immediately 
called. to the scene, and he dressed the wound 
on the back of Mr. Ging’s head and allowed 
him to proceed to his own home. Dr. Ryan 
also. attended to the driver and conductor of 
the *bus. 

In the evening a breakdown gang was sent 
out from the [.0.C. dépét at Bradstone, 
Dublin, and it was only with some difficulty 
that the private car was extricated from 
under the “bus. The ’bus was towed into the 
city, but the motor car was pulled up on to 
the side of the road and left there overnight.

By the payment of ld. per week by the 
workers insured under the National Insurance 
Act and 1d. per week, by the employers, 
workers will obtain the same medical benefits 
as are given in Great Britain under the panel 
doctor system. The cost to the Government 
will ‘be under £14,000: per annum. 

_ MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 

Moving the second reading, the Right ‘Hon. 
J. M. Andrews, Minister of Labour, said 
that there was genéral agreement, that the 
only policy. which the Government could have 
adopted with fairness to the _ industrial 
classes, was one of similarity with Great 
Britain. That policy had not been carried 
out with respect to National Health insur- 
ance, and: medical benefits were not applicable 
to Northern I[relana. It was to right that 
wrong that the measure was introduced, after 
serious thought, by the Government. The 
facts which influenced them miost were the 
fact, that the genera! death-rate in Northern 
Ireland was highér than in England or Wales 
by three r thousand, and that on the 
average ,000 . people were unemployed 
because they were certified as sick and unable 
to work, the number of people unemployed 
because of inability to find work being 40,000, 
on the average. Taking these facts into con- 
sideration, the Government had felt that they 
could not remain inactive. 

He mentioned that virtually all the. medical 
practitioners in the area had spoken 
in favour of the adoption of a scheme 
of medical benefits. In addition, insurance 
societies, with branches across the water, 
which had operated in Northern Ireland, had 
told them that they could not continue to 
operate there unless medical benefit was 
introduced, These approved societies sent 
over to Northern Ireland £170,000 per 
annum, obtained from members across the 
water, in order that the same statutory 
benefits and additional benefits should be 
given to their members here.as were given 
to members in Great Britain, and the sugges. 
tion that they would not be able to operate 
in Northern Ireland was, therefore, very 
serious. 

THE ADDITIONAL PENNY. 

The only additional contribution _ re- 
quired to bring the scheme into operation 
was one penny from the worker and one 
penny from the employer for each worker 
employed, in addition to the usual statutory 
grant. No workers’ trade union had objected 
to paying this additional contribution, and 
the Government therefore believed that they 
had behind them the vast volume of working 
class opinion in Northern Ireland. 

The Minister also said that there would be 
no overlapping, as dispensary doctors had 
agreed to accept one and sixpence per head 
‘ess in capitation grant for dispensary treat- 
ment of insured workers. The bill would 
establish a general sick visiting scheme to 
ensure equality of administration throughout 
the whole of Northern Ireland. 

NO SERIOUS OBJECTION. 

Mr. ©. Healy (Nationalist) said, from no 
part of the House, he hoped, would there bs 
any serious objection to the bill. ‘here had 
been some objection to the bill from rural 
areas, but he was optimistic enough to 
believe that, when the residents im 
rural. areas understood more fully the 
advantage of medical benefits, they wouid 
not be so much opposed to them. 
He thought the cause for the large proportion 
of sickness among insured workers was. the 
fact that emigration was more extensive from 
Northern Ireland compared with Great 
Britain, and the emigration authorities saw 
to it that none but the very fit left the 
country. 

Mr. Johnston (Unionist) expressed approval 
of the measure. There had been in recent 
years, judging by the decrease in the death- 
rate, a gradual improvement in the health of 
the community, and he believed that thus 


Health imsurance. 
JUSTICE TO THE INSURED. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) said that he 
rejoiced at the fact that now justice was being 
done to insured persons in Northern Ireland. 
For once in his hfe he was in agreement with 
the Government that this bill would have 
beneficial reactions on the whole community. 

Mr. Grant (Unionist) thanked the Minister 
for intreducing the bill, and said that, with 
some additions, it could be made almost 
perfect. He asked the Minister to go a 
step further than Great Britain, and allow 
voluntary contributors whose wages exceeded 
£250 per year to receive medical benefit 
under the bill. 

Mr. Connellan (Nationalist) also expressed 
approval of the bill, and said that he could 
not understand the mentality of members on 
the Government benches, who were how 
blessing measures which fifteen or twenty 
years ago they strenuously opposed. He 
urged that the Government should insist more 
strongly upon the more general medical 1n- 
spection of school children, to discover and 
treat diseases in the early stages. 

Colonel Gordon (Unionist) supported the 
bill, which, he said, would not bring a 
Utopia, but through time would raise the 
general health of the community. 

THE DISMISSED OFFICIALS. 

Mr. R. Crawford (Unionist), while in favour 
of the bill, thought that it might have been 
held back pending the introduction of a 
comprehensive scheme. He was not in 
favour of the sick visiting scheme, which 
would only result in friction He. appealed 
to the Minister to provide compensation to 
dismissed officials, and drew attention to what 
had been done for those officials in the Free 
State. 

““T am no great lover of the Free State,” 
he said, ‘‘ and I am so proud of the. Northern 
Government, that I would not like to see 
them doing anything that would not com- 
pare favourably with anything done across 
the Border.”’ ' 

Mr. O'Neill (Nationalist) said that judging 
by the Minister's remarks one would gather 
that they had in Northern Ireland a gather- 
ing of crocks. He would suggest that the 
principal reason for the introduction of the 
bill was the sum oí £170,000 which inter- 
national. societies paid to members in 
Northern Ireland annually.. While he re- 
garded the medical benefit system as a good 
system, he. believed the Minister would find 
that the bill had not the support he claimed 
for it ! 

Major Hall-Thompson (Unionist), in reply 
to the suggestion that the bill was introduced 
as a result of pressure by international 
societies, suid that his local committee, which 
had. 357,000 members, was wholly in favour 
of the bill. : 

Mr. Nixon (Ind. Unionist) supported the 
general principle of the measure. 

Professor Johnston .(Unionist) said that he 
was even more happy at the absence of 
opposition to the bill than he was at the

UNCLAIMED BANK BALANCES. | 


The Minister of Finance (the Right Hon. 
H. M. Pollock), replying’ to’ Mr. Beattie 
(Labour), said that the Government did not 
propose to hold an inquiry into the amount 
of unclaimed balarices in the banks oi 
Northern Ireland, nor did he propose to make 
representations to the banks for the abolition 
of the banking fee of one guinea per year. 
The British Government, a few years ago, 
inquired into the question of unclaimed bank 
balances, and found that the amount was so 
negligible that it did not call for such treat- 
ment as some people seemed to imagine. They 
were not in control of the admunistrative 
arrangements of the bankers, and if they were 
to intervene in regard to the matter of the 
guinea bank charge, they might likely be 
told to mind their own business. (Laughter.) 

The House adjourned until to-day.

ANOTHER GOOD TRIAL FOR

After rounding the 
Coast Light, where Candida led Lulworth 
by about a quarter of a minute and Sham- 
rock by 31 seconds—the fleet gybed and set 
spinnakers to starboard of the West Rocks, 
and then reached to the Barrow Deep Light- 
ship, where the new boat had a long lead of 
about five minutes from Lulworth, with Can- 
dida the third boat. They now came on the 
wind for a beat down past the Barrow 
buoys and Gaze Buoy, the green cutter still 
leading by a good margin. The wind eased 
a little as they neared the end of their course, 
but freshened just before the finish, but the 
larger boats could make no. impression on 
Shamrock V.’s lead, and she crossed the 
finishing line first, to win a very well-styled 
and keenly-contested race without calling on 
her time allowance.

Only 
those who so generously took upon them- 
selves the task of visiting these poor families 
in their humble abodes, hidden away in the 
back streets and slums of the city, could have 
any idea of the miseries and privations so 
patiently and silently endured by the families 
of the workless. While the trustees knew 
that timely aid sympathetically given was in 
many cases but of a very temporary kind, 
yet, in many other instances where they saw 
the opportunity of doing permanent ‘good, 
they did not hesitate to give generous and 
substantial help in the earnest desire of en- 
abling the family to again become self-sup- 
porting. Dimely help in the release from 
pawn of tools and clothing or in the pro- 
vis.on of a small stock-in-trade had in many 
cases borne excellent results, but the most 
urgent need of all exists in the numerous and 
pitiable cases where sickness deprived a 
family of its breadwinner.

The Dublin and Alliafice Gas Consumers’ 
Company now is holding an_ interesting 
exhibition of various types of gas-heated 
geysers in their showrooms, D’Ohier street, 
Dublin.

THE AMATEUR STATUS, 


inten 


GREAT BRITAIN GAINS HER 
POINT AT BERLIN. 

BERLIN, Tuesday. 
Great Britain’s defence of amateurism in 
sport triumphed at this afternoon's meeting 
of the International Amateur Athletic Federa- 
tion, when the Swedish and Finnish motions 
seeking to establish the principle of “ broken 
were rejected by 18 votes 


time ”’ 
to 4. 

The minority consisted of Sweden, Finland, 
Holland and Switzerland. Twenty-three 
countries were represented by fifty delegates, 
but each country had only one vote. 

That the Swedish and Finnish motions were 
rejected by such an _ unexpectedly large 
majority was undoubtedly due chiefly to the 
clear indication by Mr, Barnard, in his speech 
behalf of the Amateur Athletic Associa- 
tion, if such: proposals were carried, that 
no compromise was possible in this matter. 
Mr. Barnard, in his speech, wich followed 
those of the Swedish and Finnish delegates 
upholding their motion, declared that the 
Amateur Athletic Association of England was 
firmly of opinion that amateur must 
be carried on as sport for sport’s sake, and 
that there must be no undermining of the 
foundations on which amateur sport had been 
built up. Further, that there must be no 
loosening of the scheme of statutes defining 
the amateur status. The Amateur. Athletic 
Association of England asked the Federation 
to assert and cleat for all time that 
under no circumstances whatsoever will the 
Federation permit or allow payment or com- 
pensation to any competitor in any Olympic 
international matches for the loss 
of or wages, directly or indirectly, in 
any guise whatsoever. The Amateur Athletic 
Association of England asked the Federation 
to throw out the Swedish and Finnish pro- 
posals without the slightest concession in any 
form, and, added Mr. Barnard,. the 
Federation’s decision was one which would 
decide its future, for no governing body of 
amateur athietic sport which desires to carry 
on and promote sport for sport’s sake could 
possibly remain in affiliation if such proposals 
were carried, 

Mr. Barnard’s decisive stand was supported 
by the American, French, Danish, German, 
and South African delegates. The suggestio's 
of a Dutch delegate, that a committe® should 
be appointed to examine the ‘juestion, was 
opposed by Mr. Barnard, who said he could 
accept no compromise, and demanded a vote, 
which was.then taken. On the result being 
announced, the Finnish motion was witl- 
drawn, and the meeting passed on to other 
items on the agenda. ii 

The International Federation having re 
jected '' broken time,’’ it now stands little 
chance with the Olympic Congress, and, to 
all intents and purposes, this will now only 
consist of formalities. The Olympic Congress 
opens on the 25th May, and the two leading 
resolutions are both on the subject of 
time ”’ payment, and one is in the 
name of Great Britain. The first, put down 
by the International Amateur Swimming 
Federation, protests against the decision of 
the Executive of the International Olympie 
Committee with regard to re-imbursement of 
athletes for “loss of salary. The second, in 
the name of the British Olympic Association, 
asks the Congress to record its decision that 
neither the International Olympic Comuinittee 
nor its Executive Committee has any power 
to over-ride vary a resolution of any 
Olympic Congress. This refers to the over- 
riding of the Prague Congress (1925) resolu
